Wbat Women are Doing:. 

In ail account of the development 
of nursing .'is n proftssion for women 
it is pointed out that until Florence 
NIghteng.'ile organized a stafi of 
nurses during the Crimean War there 
was no systematic arrangement in 
Great Britian for training women In 
this work; for which, as they have 
amply demonstrated, they are emi- 
nently fit. 

The ^250, 000 that was subscribed 
as a testimonial in recognition ol her 
patriotic and humane services was de- 
voted to founding the first English 
training school for nurses. 

At the outset the calling was de- 
signed for a superior class of domes- 
niestics, but as the requirements in- 
creased higher-class women were at- 
tracted to it. until now it has become 
a scientific profession for the educat- 
ed. 

Other associations took up the work 
of training until now every large 
London hospital has its training 
school I 

The gilt to yneen Victoria of $350,- 
non enabled her to fitly cap the work | 
begun by Florence Nightingale by 
the establishment of the Institute ol 
Nurses. 

Today it is estimated that there are 
no fewer than 24,000 women employed 
as nurses in the slums and hospitals 
of Great Britian. 

A great deal of work In this class 
is done in the houses of the poor. 

A House of Green Bottles. 

A house composed principally of 
glass bottles stands in the town of j 
Tonopah, Nev., and wa.a erected by a I 
miner who used the buttles on the 
account of the scarcity of other mate- 
rial. The bittles were placed in ro«s 
with the bottom end outward and ate 
held in place by mud Instead ol plas- 
ter. The corners of the building are 
composed oi wooden beams, also cov- 
ered with mud. The walls are about 
a foot in thickness and are' so well 
constructed that the house is actually 
more comfortable in winter than 
many of the other dwellings in Tono- 
pah which are built of other materiel. 
It is twenty feet in length, sixteen 
feet in width, and contains two rooms. 
It was built entirely by the owner.

Some of the 
rest oi us would have been content 
with saying that the Japanese had 
got so proud over having whipped the 
Chinese tb.nt they were simply fierce 
There you have the difference between 
slang which Is metaphorical audaclty 
— the Idea ol overcoming a swell 
with a shoe horn is a figure of which 
anybody might be pr iud — and slang 
which contains no new figure, intro- 
duces no new idea, and, performs no 
social service except the dubious one 
of making all men's adjectives look 
a.s much alike as their drees coats.

Wood Imitation Silk. 

Wood pulp, which is now used to 
such a wonderful extent tor paper 
making, is, according to report, be- 
ing employed at a factory in North 
Germany (or making artificial ailk. 
The plant is turning out about hity 
pounds ol skein silk per day, but the 
output ia soon to be inert ased to 2,ooo 
pounda. The material is said to be 
sett in texture and a cream-white col- 
or, each thread being made up of 
eighteen stiands, which by themselves 
are so fine as to be almost invisible to 
the unaided eye. When woven, this 
wood-silk is said to have all the ap- 
peaiance ot genuine silk, although it 
Is not so strong as the real product ol 
the silkworm. Little Is known as 
to the details ol manulacture, but it 
is l)elleved that the pulp undergoes a 
certain chemical treatment, and Is 
then forced by hydraulic pressure 
through very tine orifices or tubes. 
Hqtully reticent are Its promoters 
with reg.trd to price and resistance 
to wear and tear.— Chanibei's Journal.
